FURTHER FROM MR. JUDSON. 


At the monthly concert of prayer of the Baptist 
churches in this city, on Monday evening last, a let- 
ter was read from the Rev. Mr. Judson, dated at 
Ava, Nov. 20, 1822. The prospects of the Bur- 
man mission at that time were more encouraging 
than at any former period. Mr. Judson remarks, 
that he is more cordially received as a minister of 
the Christian religion, than he had ever anticipated, 
and that the disposition of the Emperor and his most 
intimate associates, appeared to be that of toleration 
and candour. It was believed that the Emperor and 
other natives of distinction, had for some time been 
skeptical in relation to the superstitious theology of 
their own country, and that this state of mind had 
rendered them less hostile to principles subversive 
of the opinions generally considered by the Bur- 
mans as sacred. Mr. Judson now supposes, that 
ithe repulse which he met on his former visit to the 
\royal palace, arose more from political than from 
jany other motives. The prince had then but just 
ascended the throne ; and had he at that time coun- 
tenanced a religion which was novel to the Bur- 
mans, they might have become strongly prejudiced 
against their new chief, and have thus rendered the 
commencement of his reign unpopular. He is now 
more firmly established in his authority, and can act 
with more independence ; and although there seems 
to be no evidence that he is inclined to give the 
Christian religion a serious and thorough investiga- 
tion, yet as he has not prohibited its publication, and 
as numbers near his person appear particularly fa- 
vourable to the subject, the hope is cherished of a 
happy issue to the object of the mission. Besides a 
distinguished nobleman, who is believed to be exa- 
|mining the truth of the gospel revelation with a state 
(of feeling bordering on anxious conviction, it is 
thought that the princess who directs the education 
of the heir apparent, and who is a woman of supe- 
rior endowments of mind, and much influence, is al- 


! 
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so peculiarly impressed with the important facts 
made known in this divine system. These things, 
whilst they afford new grounds of gratitude to Al- 
mighty God, afford also additional inducements to 
fervent prayer.—Christian Watchman.

PLEASING INTELLIGENCE FROM BURMAH. 

A number of letters have been received in this 
city, from our missionaries in Burmah, together with 
Mr. Judson’s Journal, up to February 2, 1823. At 
that date, he was at Rangoon, where he had just ar- 
rived from Ava. He found the converts scattered, 
from an apprehension of persecution, which, in fact, 
they had in some degree experienced. One of the 
converts, Mah-Myat-la, had died, in the enjoyment 
of a clear and triumphant hope in Christ. 

But notwithstanding these events, the prospects 
of the mission are at present brighter than at any 
previous period. Mr. Judson and Dr. Price were 
received by the Emperor, at Ava, with much favour. 
The medical skill of the latter was at first the prin- 
cipal object of attention ; but after several inter- 
views, the Emperor addressed Mr. Judson, and in- 
quired his profession and his objects in visiting the 
country. On being informed that he was a Chris- 
tian teacher, and had resided at Rangoon, he imme- 
diately demanded whether any Burmans had embra- 
ced the Christian religion. ‘This was atrying ques- 
tion, but it was answered with firmness and truth, 
in the affirmative. Contrary to the expectations of 
the missionaries, the Emperor manifested no dis- 
age At a subsequent interview, he requested 

r. Judson to give hima specimen of his doctrines, 
and mannerof preaching. This he did, reciting, in 
the presence of the whole court, the Christian doc- 
trines respecting the character and attributes of the 
true God. 

Mr. Judson had several opportunities of conver- 
sing with distinguished individuals on religious sub- 
jects ; but the person who listened with most atten- 
tion, and who seemed to be most deeply affected, 
was Prince M. a brother of the Emperor. He was, 
many years since, acquainted with several Portu- 
guese missionaries, and acquired a taste for Europe- 
an science, particularly astronomy. He therefore 
frequently conversed with Mr. Judson on scientific 
subjects ; and finding his absurd notions of astrono- 
my give way before the arguments for the Coperni- 
can system, was induced to listen with more attention 
to the doctrine of that heavenly science, which can 
make him wise unto salvation. May the Lord

‘r. Judson succeeded, with much difficulty, in 
uring a piece of ground, on which a house was 
erected, for his accommodation. Heat length con- 
cluded to return to Rangoon, and if circumstances 
should render it proper, to remove to Ava. The 
Emperor gave his approbation to this procedure, and 
appeared desirous that he should fix his residence 

at the capital. 

These circumstances are certainly highly favoura- 
ble to the mission. There is the best reason to 
believe, that no persecution will be experienced 


+ fromthe Emperor. Prince M. assured Mr. Judson, 


_ that his brother never would persecute his subjects 
for their religious sentiments, though he would not, 
probably, grant open toleration to the Christian re- 
ligion ; but would leave the converts to the regular 
administration of the local authorities.

ANSWER. 

The negative to this question isso obviously the 
only correct answer, that remarks or arguments 
would seem unnecessary.

The ‘ objections,” which one brother entertains 
against another, may be various. I may have re- 
ceived, or suppose I have received, a personal in- 
jury or offence; or | may have knowledge that a 
brother has avowed heresy or has committed some 
iniquity; or I may not be able to charge any gross 
overt act upon him, and yet have no evidence that 
he isa real christian. Perhaps each ofthese ‘* ob- 
jections”’ has influenced different persons to the con- 
duct in question ; but personal offences, real or sup- 
posed, are by far the most common and most oper 
ative in producing this effect. In any of these ca- 
ses, the mistake lies in supposing that my duty to 
an offeader requires me to withdraw from the table 
of the Lord. ,Dhe gospel rules require me to bear 
a protest agaifist such offenders ; but is this the cor- 
rect mode of doing it ? 

That it is not the correct method, willappear from 
the following considerations. 

1. Another method of procedure is pointed out in 
the bible. If my brother sin, 1am to rebuke him 


jhis fault ; and if | do not reclaim him, farther steps 
jare pointed out. Iam not to suffer sin upon him ; 
am not to indulge enmity or revenge, or malice 
‘against him ; am not to remain silent, if I remem- 
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table one, whom I know to have been guilty of lying, 
or theft, or other gross wickedness, merely from 


according to gospel rules. In every case, | am to 
take the course of reproof, protest, or discipline, 
which the bible has laid down ; and am not at libers 
ty to take another course, which is not there pre- 
scribed. : 
2. The course in question has no tendency to res 
claim an offender. Suppose I withdraw from the’ 
holy ordinance, on account of a particular brother. 
Perhaps he does not know my reason for it ; and of 
course does not feel the reproof. If he suspects , 
the reason, it has no good effect, for I have not meek-, 
ly and plainly reproved him as a brother, but have 
publickly though silently rebuked and condemned 
him. And all this without any attempt to convince. 
him, and without producing evidence, or even sta- 
ting his offence, to the brotherhood of which we both 
are members. It is not in human nature to be re- 
claimed by such measures : and I do no good to the 
offender. ‘ 
' 3. This course produces difficulty in the church, 
and dishonours Christ before the world. The mem- 
bers do not know my reason for my conduct; and’ 
when conjecture sets to work, it must produce mis- 
chief. Oriflinform the church why I do thus; 
still they cannot approve my conduct and have two 
offenders to deal with instead of one. Those who; 
are without see me turning aside from the footsteps 
of the flock, and neglecting my covenant vows ; by, 
which means I bring reproach upon Christ and his. 
Church. Or if they also learn my reasons, which I, 
have not seen fit to disclose to the offending brother, : 
they will deem those reasons but an aggravation of: 
my offence. They will say, I desert my own duty,, 
and justify it by my enmity against my .brother. 
And it would be difficult to say whether they var: 
far from the truth 

4. This course is wrong, because I have cov-’ 
enanted with God and the church to attend upon the 
ordinance of the supper with his people. This I’ 
am bound to do, unless prevented by sickness or 
some other providential hindrance. Itis plain that 
the sin of my brother cannot justify my own breach’ 
of covenant engagements. He may have offended ; 
but his offence does not cancel my obligations to God. 
One may have grossly offended, but my obligations 
to the body remain. He may have deeply wound- 
ed his Lord and mine ;_ but by so doing he has not 
excused me from showing forth the Lord’s death in 
his appointed way. If! withdraw, therefore, for 
such acause, | abandon my own duty to my God and 
Saviour, to the church, and to my own soul. I 
commit an offence against them all; andif I neglect 
the proper course of discipline, I also commit an of- 
fence against the guilty member.
